Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry  ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  or  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  30th  December, 
1929,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that 
application  has  been  made  to  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  for  a  lease  of  certain 
property  situate  in  Burrard  Inlet,  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  commonly  known  as  Deadman’s  Island,  com¬ 
prising  an  area  approximately  8.7  acres,  for  the 
purposes  of  a  public  park. 

This  island  was  transferred  to  the  Dominion  of

8.  And  that  any  existing  roads  on  the  island, 
together  with  any  new  roads  which  may  be  con¬ 
structed,  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  order  by 
the  City  of  Vancouver ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
use  of  any  roads  or  any  portions  thereof  may  be 
discontinued  with  the  sanction  of  the  Minister. 

9.  And  that  no  establishment  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  erected  on  the  said 
land  in  any  form  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Minister. 

10.  And  that  the  Minister  shall  have  power  at 
any  time  to  exercise  the  right  of  quarrying  stone 
or  cutting  down  trees  or  other  obstructions  in  case 
of  military  necessity  and  also  of  cutting  sods  for 
the  repair  of  earthworks. 

11.  And  that  the  Minister  and  the  Lessee  shall 
severally  have  the  right  of  closing  the  park  one 
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day  in  each  year  against  the  use  thereof  by  the 
public. 

12.  And  that  no  stones  shall  be  quarried  on  the 
said  property  or  any  trees  be  cut  therefrom  (ex¬ 
cept  for  the  purpose  of  opening  out  roads  thereon) 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Minister. 

13-  And  that  the  Lessee  shall,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Minister,  have  the  right  to  lay,  make,  and 
maintain  such  reservoirs,  pipes,  and  other  appara¬ 
tus  on  said  land  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Council  of  the  City  of  Vaneouvei’,  be  necessai’y  or 
expedient  for  the  maintenance,  amendment,  or 
extension  of  the  water-supply  of  the  said  city.

the  Deputy  Minister,  the  Assistant  Deputy  Min¬ 
ister,  the  Commissioner  of  Dominion  Lands,  or  the 
Assistant  Commissioner  of  Dominion  Lands. 

Where  the  context  allows,  the  expression  “  His 
Majesty  ”  includes  the  successors  of  His  Majesty, 
the  expression  “  Minister  ”  includes  the  Deputy  of 
the  Minister  and  the  successoi-s  in  office  for  the 
time  being  of  the  Minister  or  such  Deputy,  and  the 
expression  “  Lessee  ”  includes  the  successoi-s  and 
assigns  of  the  Lessee.

rpHE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  19th  December, 
1929,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submit¬ 
ting  : — 

lhat  the  Freshwater  Sand  and  Gravel  Company, 
Limited,  have  made  application  for  a  lease  of  the 
sand,  stone,  and  gravel  rights  in  a  portion  of  the 
bed  of  the  Fraser  River  as  described  hereunder: — 
Description. — Commencing  at  a  point  in  the 
centre  of  the  Fraser  River  where  the  same  is  inter¬ 
sected  by  the  west  boundary  of  Sections  18  and  19 
in  Township  20,  east  of  the  Coast  meridian,  which 
shall  lie  termed  the  point  of  commencement;  thence 
tip  the  centre  of  said  Fraser  Rivei%  and  following 
the  sinuosities  of  the  same  six  and  seven-tenths 
miles,  more  or  less,  to  a  point  where  said  river  is 
intersected  by  the  east  boundary  of  Section  25  in 
Township  20,  east  of  the  Coast  meridian. 

That  the  Company  have  invested  about  .$40,000 
in  equipment  and  propose  to  purchase  another 
dredge  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  $35,000,  provided 
that  exclusive  rights  to  the  said  portion  of  the 
river-bed  be  granted  to  them. 


The  Minister  therefore  recommends  that  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  pi’ovisions  of  section  4  of 
chapter  114,  R.S.  1927,  the  said  portion  of  the  bed 
of  the  Fraser  River  be  reserved  and  made  available 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Freshwater  Sand  and 
Gravel  Company,  Limited,  for  the  removal  there¬ 
from  of  sand,  stone,  and  gravel,  and  that  a  lease  be 
issued  to  the  said  Company  for  a  period  of  twenty- 
one  years  at  a  i-ental  of  $200  per  annum  and  a 
royalty  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  cubic  yai’d  on 
all  material  removed. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foi'egoing  recom¬ 
mendation  and  submit  the  same  for  approval.

J-  before  them  a  report,  dated  13th  December, 
1929.  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting 
that  application  has  been  made  to  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  on  behalf  of  the  Western  Power 
Company  of  Canada,  Limited,  for  the  issue  of  a 
licence  of  occupation  for  the  purposes  of  its  trans¬ 
mission-lines,  covei-ing  certain  portions  of  the  bed 
of  the  Fraser  River  in  Township  14,  east  of  the 
Coast  meridian,  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia.  containing  together  an  area  of  3.14  acres,  more 
or  less. 

The  Minister,  being  of  the  opinion  that  this  ap¬ 
plication  should  be  given  favourable  consideration, 
recommends  that  authorization  be  granted  for  the 
issue  of  a  licence  of  occupation,  upon  the  usual 
conditions,  in  favour  of  the  said  Western  Power 
Company  of  Canada.  Limited,  covei-ing  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  portions  of  the  bed  of  the  Fraser  River 
in  Township  14,  east  of  the  Coast  meridian,  which
